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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as stated in the prior office action, the claim 
language "greater than 0" reads on impurities in the fuel composition. A composition that is unleaded and a composition that contains 
greater than 0 percent of lead are close enough that the skilled artisan would expect them to have the same properties. If the fuel 
composition contains 0.00001% of lead, the skilled artisan would expect that the fuel composition would function as an unleaded 
composition. 

With respect to WO not teaching the light alkylates, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The trimethylpentanes and triptane are 
I products of alkylation and WO teaches this.
